The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
Applicants' independent claim and the claims dependent thereon have been allowed 
because the independent claim is further limited to having the concentration of iron ions 
in the iron-laden spent sulfuric acid or iron-laden sulfuric acid material to be in the range 
of 2 to 22 weight percent, and this limitation is not taught or suggested in U. S. Pat.
